General Strike 


of TransportMen Is 


Riot in Liverpool Not Quell- 
ed Till Troops Open 
} Fire. 


London, Aug. 14.-—Tonight there 
appears little hope of averting a 
great railroad strike, which pro- 
bably will be accompanied by a 
#eneral labor revolt that will have a 
tremendous effect on the trade of the 
United Kingdom, At a meeting held; 
in London today by the managers ot 
aH railroads having terminals here 
it was resolved that the time had ar- 
rived to resist the men's encroach 
ments, The managers contend that 
the men, by striking, will violate th 
igreement arrived ut after the rail 
way troubles of 1907, Under which 
all disputes were to be referred to 
a concilation board or to arbitration, 
‘This agreement, they Say, Wus to run 
until 1914, 

Today's decision was unanimous 
that the only way to terminate the 
constant dislocation of business 
would be to take a firm siand and re- 
fuse all concessions to the men One 
Manager, in an interview, expressed 
the fear that there would be « 
trouble on all tt 
before the present week is ended. He 
said the rajlroads Were preparing to 
run the best services they could, under 
the circumstances, with the aid of 
police protection for thet employees 
who are still willing to work.

3,000 Troops in City, 

London, Aug. 15, ~Liverpool, the 
storm centre of the strike, menacing 
the trade of Great Gritain, is under 
arms today In addition to police 
and reinforcements from surrounding 
cities, 3,000 troops of infantry and 
cavalry, under General Mackinnon 
Wood, were quartered in the city, 
These troops, as was shown during 
the riots of the early morning, were 
prepared to back up the police with 
a force of arms in maintaining order. 
The riot in Great Homer street, while 
not directly connected with the s rike, | 
has had a good effect in its outeame, | 
as the rowdy element was subdued. 
The trouble began when a constable 
arrested a man for heving assaulted a | 
woman, The roughs rescued the 
prisoner from the officer, and the 
police reserves, who were hurriedly 
called, could not control the mob, | 
which vented its fury in wrecking 
the shops of the neighborhood. The n} 
200 troops were brought to the scene.

the city yesterday declaring the convention to be properly called and in every way | 
genuine. The same mis-statement was re-asserted in the newspaper controlled by the | 
faction who have taken upon themselves to summon the “convention” for purposes of | 


their own. Throughout the country the organized clique have been busy trying to , 


drum up delegates, in some cases by means as illegitimate as the calling of the “con-| 
vention.” In the city the necessity of calling “primaries” for the selection of dele- | 
gates seems to have been blandiy disregarded, and many of the local chairmen of dis- | 
tricts in the city have not been advised officially of the bogus convention at all. It 
goes without saying that the gathering will be in no sense representative, as it will be | 
in no sense bona fide. The executive of the Lac &-c. Anne provincial district decided | 
on Saturday to take no notice of the assemblage. In Stony Plain efforts were made | 
to persuade the local officers to hold primaries but many of them refused flatly and | 
declared their intention of having nothing to do with the unauthorized gathering. In 
the St. Albert district the emissaries of the faction have been particularly busy and 
some curious stories are coming in of the methods employed to hood-wink the Liber- 
als of that district into sending delegates. The character of the gathering, however, | 
has been pretty well exposed, and while itsauthors \and those they may succeed in de- 
luding will doubtless assemble themselves with the assurance of the three tailors of 
Tooley street and proceed to tell tht Liberals of thé riding who their candidate is, the 
performance is likely to produce chiefly amusement and resentment.
